‘** BOOMING” BUSINESS. 


NEVER has the truth of the axiom that ‘‘ad- 
vertising is a modern necessity of business’’ im- 
pressed itself with more force upon the con- 
sciousness of the booktrade than during the 
present season. So strong, indeed, has this im- 
pression become, that a few weeks ago some of 
the leading booksellers in New York met to dis- 
cuss the feasibility of co-operating in some scheme 
to bring their business more prominently before 
the public. 

It was admitted that books, as books, were 
not pushed sufficiently; attention was paid to 
separate lists, but general appeals by booksellers 
were not made sufficiently strong to enable books 
as aclass to increase their hold upon the com- 
munity in the Christmas season. Christmas pur- 
chases, it was recognized, are made on impulse, 
and it was therefore deemed advisable that some 
careful plan should be devised, on a co-operative 
basis, to bring the attention of the public to the 
vast resources of a book-store for satisfying 
every taste and inclination. 

The one weak point in the scheme evolved was 
that the nature of the advertising was to be im- 
personal—that is, it was to call attention to book- 
stores in general, and to none in particular, 
Whether this fact proved the obstacle, or some 
other, we cannot say; but the scheme, it seems, 
is still in suspense, . In a week or two there will 
be no need, or, rather, less need, for its materi- 
alization than there was a month or two ago. 

The retail bookseller is apt to cavil at the 
methods of his competitor in the dry-goods 
stores and others who “‘ dabble ”’ in books, and are 





working hard to take away the bookseller’s more 
profitable trade. Butinthe meantime, with here 
and there an exception, the latter is doing practi- 
cally nothing to make the most of his opportu- 
nities for counteracting the methods he com- 
plains of. .Through habitual conservatism he is 
deterred from lengthening his reach and strength- 
ening his hold upon the demand by the very 
channels utilized, and almost monopolized, by 
his rivals—namely, through the public press. We 
have looked in vain recently through the columns 
of the daily newspapers of the larger cities fora 
sign of booksellers’ enterprise in this direction. 
The department stores are there with columns 
and pages of book advertising day after day. 
Small wonder then that the general public is apt 
to overlook the book-stores on its rounds of 
shopping. 

We are frequently told that a bookseller can’t 
afford to advertise. He might as reasonably 
argue that he can’t afford to buy food. One is 
as necessary to the life of his business as the 
other isto the life of his body. Such objectors 
might take to heart the statement made by a 
recent bankrupt: ‘‘ Had I used printers’ ink to 
advertise my present location and wares I would 
not have had to suspend.” In other words, had 
his foresight been as good as his hindsight he 
would not have come to grief. 

It is extraordinary that this lesson must be 
impressed so often on business men, and that it 
is so little remembered. 





AN appeal is made for books for the free li- 
braries of New York City. It is stated that 
more books are circulating, and that there is less 
money with which to carry on the work than 
ever before. A new branch, started last spring 
in Harlem, is often without any books on the 
shelves. If people willsend books tothe library, 
No. 39 Bond Street, or send a notice to Miss E. 
M. Coe at the same address, she will send for the 
books. 

HospPiTAL SATURDAY AND SUNDAY ASSOCIA- 
TION again claims the attention of the book trade. 
This annual collection has no doubt been the 
means of giving great impetus to the free hospital 
service of New York, yet it is still far below what 
it ought to be to meet the city’s needs, especially 
in such times of great need as we are passing 
through. The book trade for several years has 
stood fairly well among the contributing trades, 
and this year the amount contributed should not 
only be maintained, but increased if possible.

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POSTAL MATTERS. 


CHANGES RELATING TO POSTAL NOTES AND 
MONEY ORDERS. 


THE bill ‘‘To Improve the Methods of Ac- 
counting in the Post-Office Department and for 
Other Purposes ”’ that passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives on the 15th inst. without debate or 
division, provides for the repeal of the law author- 
izing the issue of postal notes and for the amend- 
ment of the law authorizing and regulating the 
issue of postal money orders. Its enactment 
was recommended by the Postmaster-General, 
as well as by all of the members of the Joint 
Commission. It was found that the average 
amount for which postal notes were issued last 
y ear was $1.68, from which it was evident that 
a large proportion of them were for sums less 
than $2.50, and the bill therefore provides that 
the fee for a postal money order not exceeding 
$2.50 shall be 3 cents, which is the fee now 
charged for a postal note not exceeding $4.99. 
The new scale of fees for money orders is much 
lower than the existing one, and is as low as the 
charges of the various express companies. 

Section 5 repeals the section of the statutes 
which now provides forthe payment of a money 
order more than one year old by issuing a new 
order in lieu of the old one by the Postmaster- 
General. 

Section 7 abolishes the present form of appli- 
cation for money orders and empowers the Post- 
master-General to issue a form requiring less 
writing and only at offices where there appears 
to be a need of having such a form.

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CONCERNING THE PUBLICATION OF 
THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE PAR- 
LIAMENT OF RELIGIONS. 


CONCERNING the publication of the proceed- 
ings of the Parliament of Religions, held in con- 
nection with the Columbian World’s Exposition, 
there seems to be some misunderstanding, which 
the following announcements may help to cor- 
rect : 

The Parliament Publishing Company, Chica- 
go, have just issued the first volume of ‘‘ The 
World’s Parliament of Religions,” by Dr. John 
Henry Barrows, organizer and chairman of 
the Parliament of Religions, which was one of 
the most interesting features of the recent Co- 
lumbian Exposition. The work, which will be 
complete in two volumes of about eight hundred 
pages each, is an exhaustive account of the prep- 
arations for the congress, and the details of the 
daily sessions, giving the full text of the many 
addresses delivered by the representatives of 
Catholicism, Protestantism, Hinduism, and of the 
Buddhist, Chinese, Japanese, Mohammedan, 
Parsee, and other faiths represented. Among 
those associated with Dr. Barrows as assist- 
ant editors in the preparation of the work 
are: Dr. Leonard Woolsey Bacon, Rev. R. C. 
Towne, specialist in Oriental religions, Rev. 
Walter M. Barrows, D.D., chairman of the mis- 
sionary congresses, Professor George S. Good- 
speed, Clyde B. Votaw, Frederick P. Noble, 
secretary of the African congress, H. M. Kirct- 
chjian, of Constantinople, and Mervin Marie 
Snell, who conducted the scientific section of the 
parliament. The work contains biographies of 
the leading speakers and some two hundred full- 
page half-tone illustrations. Carefully written re- 
ports of the denominational and general religious 
congresses have also been prepared by representa- 
tives of the congresses; and in the final chapters 
Dr. Barrows gives a personal summing up of the 
whole work. The book is to be issued in various 
styles of binding and sold only by subscription. 

W. B. Conkey & Co., Chicago, will publish 
during the first week of January next the pro- 
ceedings of the great religious gathering in one 
octavo volume containing between eleven and 
twelve hundred pages. The material from which 
the report is made was taken from stenographic 
reports of the addresses and papers as they were 
delivered, or else from the original manuscripts 
which have been furnished by the speakers 
themselves. It will be bound in twostyles and 
be sold only by subscription. 

Ff. T. Neely, Chicago, have about ready a vol- 
ume, entitled ‘‘ The Parliament of Religions at 
the Columbian Exposition,” edited by Prof. 
Walter R. Houghton, formerly of the Indiana 
University, and author of a “ History of Ameri- 
can Politics.” The volume will contain an ac- 
count of the origin of the parliament of relig- 
ions; proceedings of every meeting of the par- 
liament; speeches delivered and papers read at 
every session of the gathering; an explanation 
of the great religions of the earth; the beliefs of 
the various religious denominations; narrative 
as to many gatherings held in connection with 
the parliament; notices of leading men repre- 
senting Catholics, Evangelical Protestants, New 
Churchmen, Theosophists, Friends, Mormons, 
Jews, the Ethical Culture Society, and Religion- 
ists of other kinds; opinions of eminent divines 
in regard to the parliament; influence of the 
parliament upon the religious thought of the 
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world, and an index rendering all the material 
at once available. 

Each of these works will be as complete as 
it has been possible to make it. We under- 
stand, however, that, as the same speakers 
furnished each of the publishers with copies of 
their addresses, the claim of copyright on one 
or the other of these books will not prove a 
hindrance to the sale of the work that does not 
make such a claim. The participants in the 
congress who furnished copies of their manu- 
script never supposed for a moment that there 
would be an attempt made to keep anybody else 
from publishing them; in fact, they were per- 
fectly willing that they should be published, 
knowing that it was the aim and object for which 
the congress was held that the thoughts and 
ideas there promulgated should be sent broad- 
cast over the world. With this idea still in their 
mind, they have very freely and very willingly 
given those publishers who applied to them ev- 
ery possible aid in furthering their work, and 
many of them have expressed dissatisfaction 
that an attempt should be made to thwart the 
very aim and object for which the great religious 
gathering was held. 





FRANCE’S GIFT TO THE STATE OF 
NEW YORK. 


THE French government will present to the 
State of New York all, or nearly all, of its edu- 
cational exhibit which was at the World’s Fair. 
M. Terquem, who had charge of the French ex- 
hibit in Jackson Park, has informed the World’s 
Fair authorities of New York that without doubt 
it will form a portion of the exhibit which will 
be placed on the fifth floor of the Capitol at 
Albany. The exhibit consists of the work of 
pupils in the primary, secondary, and normal 
schools. There will also be given to the State 
a pedagogic library, containing text-books used 
in the public schools, books of reference, etc. 
The exhibit is now on its way to France. On its 
arrival there some of the personal property be- 
longing to teachers will be taken out, and the 
rest of the exhibit, containing the articles men- 
tioned, will be sent back to Albany. It is said 
to be worth several thousand dollars. 





CARL SCHOENHOF. 


THE book trade in this country and abroad 
will hear with regret of the withdrawal from ac- 
tive business of Mr. Carl Schoenhof, who for 
the past thirty years has become widely known 
in connection with the sale of French and Eng- 
lish books in Boston. 

Mr. Schoenhof, after an apprenticeship in the 
book business in Germany, came to this country 
in 1864 and entered the book-store of S, R. Ur- 
bino, at that time at 140 Winter Street. A year 
later, when Urbino sold out to De Vries, Ibarra 
& Co., Mr. Schoenhof transferred his services to 
that firm. When in 1869 Mr. De Vries died, Mr. 
Schoenhof, with Miss Fanny Moeller, who had 
been for many years in the employ of Mr. Ur- 
bino, formed the firm of Schoenhof & Moeller, 
and established himself at 40 Winter Street. At 
that time his name was associated with some of 
the best French educational publications issued in 
this country, such as Alvergrat’s ‘‘ Handbook of 
Pronunciation,” ‘*‘ Trésor de Contes Elemen- 
taires,”’ Dr. Ploetz’s ‘‘ French Method,” and 
others 

In 1878 Miss Moeller, on account of ill health, 
sold her interest to Mr. Schoenhof, who since that

time has carried on the business under his own 
name. He removed first to 146 Tremont Street 
early in the S0’s and afterward to 144 Tremont 
Street. And now Mr. Schoenhof, as formerly his 
partner, is obliged to relinquish the struggle 
owing to impaired health, and he in turn trans- 
fers the business to several of his former em- 
ployees, who, as already noticed elsewhere in this 
issue, will carry on the business under the firm- 
name of Castor & Co.,at the old quarters for the 
present, and after January at 23 School Street. 

Mr. Schoenhof, as have so many of his fellow- 
countrymen in the book trade in this country, has 
been an indefatigable worker all his life, at his 
post day After day, and for years, without other 
rest and recreation than he imagined he could 
find in doing his duty. He carries with him the 
good wishes of all his friends in the book trade 
here as well as abroad, and the sincere hope that 
he may speedily recover his health and live for 
many years to enjoy the well-earned reward of 
his labors.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


CHARLES Louis MICHELET, the well-known 
German philosopher and author of a “* History 
of Recent German Philosophy,” ‘* A System of 
Philosophy as an Exact Science,” etc., died in 
Berlin on the 16th inst., aged ninety-two years. 
He belonged to a family that removed from 
France and settled in Germany more than a cen- 
tury ago, and he was distantly related to Jules 
Michelet, the great French historian. 


SAMUEL SINCLAIR, for many years connected 
with the New York 77ribune, and its publisher 
from 1858 to 1872, with the exception of the year 
in which Thomas McElvart filled the position, 
died in New York City on the 2oth, aged seventy- 
one. He occasionally wrote for the press, but 
his productions were unaccompanied by his sig- 
nature. He had just concluded a book entitled 
‘‘The Currency Question—a Brief History of 
Paper Money in the United States,” and was 
arranging for its publication when his fatal ill- 
ness overtook him,

Mrs. S. V. R. CruGer (‘‘ Julien Gordon”) 
lost most of her manuscripts in the fire that con- 
sumed her country house, ‘‘ Idlesse Farm,” in 
Bayville, on the north shore of Long Island, on 
the morning of the 14th inst. Among the ar- 
ticles lost was the manuscript of an Italian novel 
she was translating. The work was about com- 
pleted. Only the day before she sent to her 
publisher the manuscript of a novel, ‘‘ Poppza,” 
which she had just finished. 


KEGAN PAUL, TRENCH, TRUBNER & Co. will 
shortly publish an essay by Schiitz-Wilson on 
‘* The Two Locksley Halls,” which was submit- 
ted to Lord Tennyson himself, and received his 
approval. Besides being a criticism of the 
poems, it is an appreciative notice of the late 
laureate as a ‘‘ Politician,” not in connection 
with party politics or struggles, but ‘‘as one 
holding a high ideal of the commonweal of his 
native land.”
